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Constitutional Question: Will Canada Unite? 



The other day I decided to 
pick up a copy of the Globe & Mail 
for the simple reason that I wanted to 
know if there were any new 
developments on the Referendum 
issue. What I wanted to know 
specifically was what question would 
be asked on October 26th, 1992. 

The question that had come to 
my mind was quite simple: Do you 
believe that provinces should be 
entitled to have a different status 
because of the principal language they 
speak? Well, that question was not 
asked obviously since it would put 
the government in an awful bind. I 
know for a fact that most Canadians 
would answer "No."

The question that will be asked 
on October 26th, 1992 is "Do you 
agree that the Constitution of Canada 
should be renewed on die basis of the 
agreement reached on August 28th, 
1992?" Well the answer to that one is 
going to be yes, of course. Yes to the 
renewal of the Constitution, but what 
about this agreement? What was 
reached on that day exactly? If anyone 
knows please tell me. I do not wish to 
yes to a verdict and find out later that 
it was different from the one of 
innocence that I pleaded. 

The question seems to indicate 
that the government is afraid of facing 
the truth, facing its own fear that it 
will lose face if it does not ask the real 
question, the one that needs to be 
asked and answered by all Canadians. 
I cannot stress our nationality enough. 
We are Canadians above all else. We 
are Canadians first not Ontarians, or 
Albertans, or Quebecers first, but 
Canadians. Ifyou can *t live in Canada. 
the greatest country in the world as 
chosen bytheUN,thengetout! Ifyou 
want to leave Til even hold the door 
open for you. but don't expect to be 
let back in. 

Doesn't anyone see what this 
is leading to? The government is not 
about to hear the real voices of the 
Canadian people. They just want an 
answer that they can use to save face. 
"Well, the people said yes, so that 
means we are free to do whatever we 
want to because in saying yes to this. 



this and this." 

Isn't that the way it always 
works? They interpret an answer 
differently than how the people 
interpret it. It's a sad thing that we 
must suffer because of the mistakes 
out government makes. I do not mean 
suffering as in wondering where your 
next meal is coming from, but from 
the idiotic, and mindless way that our 
government screws everything up. I 
don't have to list any examples. I'm 
sure you can think of a few of them. 

But the sad thing is, is that 
most Canadians do not voice their 
complaints or their troubles or their 
criticisms to the people that we put (or 
didn't put) in office. That's what they 
are there for. We are paying them to 
represent us, to hear our voices, to do 
something on our behalf. If no one 
acts, then that is an action that tells the 
government that all is well and that 
the people are content with what is 
going on. 

This question that is to beasked 
next month is crucial and should not 
be taken lighdy. If affects you and me 
and the other 26 million people that 
live across this great country of ours. 
The answer is yes to it of course. But 
is it die yes that will benefit all 
Canadians or a select few? If it only 
benefits a certain group of people 
while disregarding the other 80 or so 
ethnic groups, then I do not wish to be 
part of this new Canada. Canada is a 
multi-cultural country and every 
culture has contributed to Canada in 
different degrees and I love my 
country because of this special 
diversity among our people. If this 
Constitutional Referendum in any way 
puts an end to that diversity which is 
an integral part of Canada, then I do 
not believe that I would vote yes on 
October 26th, 1992. 

Itis reaUy sad to see that in this 
issue or ratha- batde between "French 
and English Canada" that all the other 
ethnic groups that have made Canada 
what it is today are being left out. 
This Constitution concerns them as 
well, possibly even more so. This 
vote should be considered very 
carefully. We must know what a yes 
vote will hold for us down the line. If 
the govemment does not give a clear 
indication of what the question is 
referring to, then the answer should 
be no. because they are holding 
someUiing back. Only when all the 
cards are on the table can a decision 
be reached.

It seems that there is always 
a need for repeating that Lambda is 
a fully autonomous publication. It 
is a rare privilege to offer to any 
student community. Only about a 
third of the university publications 
have the ability to criticize the stu- 
dent politicians, the faculty and the 
administiadon of a given univer- 
sity, without having their editorial 
plug being pulled or have dieir purse 
strings tightened. Yet, there always 
seems to be a group or an individual 
that are on a moral plateau above us 
all. 

After the Endless Summer 
concert, I was "educated" on a few 
matters; mostly "responsible jour- 
nalism." It was rather blatandy put 
to me that die printing of any mate- 
rial depicting even the slightest hint 
of any conflicts between the SGA or 
AEF would be seriously jeopardiz- 
ing die the already existing good 
relations between the Anglophone 
and the Francophone communities. 
It would be "irresponsible journal- 
ism." Perhaps diat is true. 

It was further argued to me 
that the a minor suppression of the 
freedom of the press is justified in 
this matter. The Zundel case deal- 
ing widi die supposed hoax of die 
Holocaust was given to me as an 
example how the "stirring of the 
pot" can be prevented. 

I find the cause and die arti- 
cle simply unacceptable. If the rela- 
tions between the two organizations 
are so easily damaged by ideas; dien 
their leaders are lying to themselves 
and their constituenc about dieir sta- 
bility. Under any conditions, it is 
better to know what the reality is 



like, ugly as it may be. I found die 
Zundel example rather pointiess as 
well. After all. it took several years 
of trials and intense media coverage 
to bring him advertising. I don't 
particularly think that it hurt the sales 
or interest in his publications. 

However (more immediately 
in Laurentian) Lambda is radier un- 
prepared to pan with die commonly 
considered fundamental principal of 
a democratic society. 

Neither am I. Here are a few 
reasons why: 

In the early part of this cen- 
tury my grand grandfadier witnessed 
the massing of the Bolshevik troops 
before die assaulton Warsaw; in 1939 
my uncle (Captain Andrzej 
Przychodzki) was executed with sev- 
eral thousand of die Polish military 
elite by die NKVD (Soviet secret 
police at die time) in the Katyn Few- 
est; my grandfadier was a member of 
the Polish underground and fought 
against the Nazis only to be perse- 
cuted by the post-war Stalinist re- 
gime for being die Bishop's chauf- 
feur in die North Eastern part of Po- 
land. Another one of my uncles and 
my father were activist in the Soli- 
darity movement. That is why I'm in 
Canada. We wanted die taste of 
freedom and an opportunity for pros- 
perity withoutlookingoverour shoul- 
der in fear of the thought police. But, 
it seems diat it is getting harder to 
find bodi prosperity or freedom in 
this country 

That is why those who con- 
sider censorship even in die most 
limited form should really rethink 
their considerations. I felt, saw and 
breadied the society in which con- 
cerned leaders thought that die dis- 
cussion of the problems was bad for 
die morale. It was painful. They 
crumbled, ... one by one. Yet in the 
full extreme of the irony, diose newly 
reborn democracies, those old bas- 
tions of totalitarianism, are fi^eer than 
Canada, 



It is to the people that share 
this view that I dedicate the litde 
translation of this poem. 
P.S. 

I would like to take this op- 
portunity to diank the SGA execu- 
tive for a very successful Frosh 
Week. The activity day and the 
Endless Summer was well organ- 
ized and the fireworks were a 
colorful touch. However, the fes- 
tive mood was rather inappropriate.

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The end of Activity Day 
during Orientation Week featured a 
presentation by the Laurentian 
University Harassment Office. 
"Single and Sexy" is a play written 
by students at the University of 
Waterloo and first performed there in 
1991. AtLaurentian, it was presented 
in front of an audience of over 375 
people. The purpose of performing 
the play was to raise awareness about 
issues such as responsible sexuality, 
harassment, alcohol, date rape and 
campus life. "It was one of several 
plays under consideration by this 
office over an eighteen-month 
period", said Norma MacRae-Ward, 
LU's Personal Harassment Officer. 
"It was the executive of the SG A who 
strongly favoured the Waterloo play 
and it was a great choice". MacRae- 
Ward then hired Prof. Dennie 
Theodore, Thomeloe Theatre Arts 
Professor, to direct the play, adapt it 
to the Laurentian setting and to make 
it bilingual. 

Prof. Theodore chose the five- 
person cast carefully: two Laurentian 
students (Glenn Scott and Nancy

Sammon), one LU grad (Maurice 
Cloutier) and two professional actors 
from Toronto (Patricia Baergen and 
Camille James- Adams) rounded out 
the group. Additional support for the 
play was given by the SGA, AEF, 
LOGS, Health Services, Student 
Counselling and Resource Centre and 
the Department of Services. "What 
really made the play go was the fact 
that it was a joint effort. The R.S.s 
(residence assistants), the residence 
councils and the student governments 
made sure that all of the new students 
knew about it and how important it 
was. The SGA was most appreciative 
of MacRae- Ward's effort in this play. 
In addition Simon Chapelle, the V.P. 



external of the SGA, wanted to remind 
everyone "to pick up their walk home 
key chain" from the SGA office. They 
all deserve a lot of credit," says 
MacRae-Ward. 

This marks a first year of a 
coordinated frosh education in an 
effort of reducing the harassment on 
and off the campus. It stared with the 
planning stages, dien included three 
pages oi Lambda* s frosh edition and 
presentations made in the residences. 
The play was only the last chapter in 
an ongoing struggle against this 
problem. Based on this year's 
success, it is anticipated that the play 
will become an annual Orientation 
Week event. 



Great Lakes toxins affecting 
Denizens' sex reproduction

For the past 15 years or so. 
scientists have been documenting 
abnormalities in the reproductive and 
sexual behaviour of animals living in 
the Great Lakes. These abnormali- 
ties appear to be caused by some of 
the more than 350 toxic chemicals 
present in the lakes* water and bot- 
tom sediments. 

Reproductive abnormalities in 
Great Lakes animals were first seen 
in the mid-1970s, when Glen Fox. a 
Canadian Wildlife Service scientist, 
found herring gull nests in which 
there were more than the usual maxi- 
mum of three eggs. Fox discovered 
that female gulls were pairing with 
each other, and laying their respec- 
tive clutches in one nest. Around the 
same time, a U.S. scientist noted that 
male California gulls exposed to high 
levels of DDT were exhibiting a fail- 
ure to reach sexual maturity. 

Michael Gilbertson, a biolo- 
gist with the Great Lakes Regional 
Office of the International Joint Com- 
mission in Windsor, Ontario, explains 
how DDT and other synthetic chemi- 
cals can upset the reproductive de- 
velopment of animals. He says that 
many of these chemicals are 
^estrogenic', which means that they 
are so similar in molecular structure 
to the female sexual hormone, 
estrogen, and the male one, 
testosterone, that they can replace 
them in animals, causing reproduc- 
tive abnormalities. 

"In the first few days of an 
embryo's development, you cannot 
see a difference between males and 
females," Gilbertson says. "If the 



embryo is exposed at drat time to 
estrogenic compounds, and not ex- 
posed to the right amount of 
testosterone or estrogen, normal 
sexual development will not occur, 
and the animals will not develop nor- 
mal patterns of sexual behaviour." 

For example, the male Cali- 
fornia gulls exposed to high levels of 
DDT were found to have female 
oviducts and ovaries. When they 
reached maturity, they were sexually 
nonfunctional — they couldn't per- 
form as normal adult males. 

Interestingly, these sexual 
abnormalities are occurring among 
all sorts of vertebrate animals — 
mammals, birds, fish, reptiles and 
amphibians. Gilbertson explains that 
in the vertebrates the molecular struc- 
tures of the sex hormones are quite 
similar, so that many of them are 
being similarly affected by synthetic 
compounds that mimic sexual hor- 
mones. 

' This raises the issue of whether 
toxic chemicals in the Great Lakes 
could have similar effects on humans. 



A recent UC report says that humans 
have contaminant levels in dieir bod- 
ies similar to the levels that have 
harmed the reproductive anatomy and 
behaviour of animals. A link has 
already been established between the 
amount of Lake Michigan fish eaten 
by pregnant women and growth re- 
tardation in their offspring. 

Gilbertson points out that not 
all organochlorine compounds have 
these effects. Now that scientists 
know that some compounds are at 
fault, they are trying to demonstrate 
firm relationships between injury in 
animals and the specific compound 
that caused it. 

The International Joint Com- 
mission was set up by a treaty be- 
tween the US and Canada in 1 909. In 
1 972, the two countries signed a Great 
Lakes Water Quality Agreement, 
which included setting up a Great 
Lakes Regional Office of the UC in 
Windsor, Ontario. One of the UC's 
major roles is to bring the appropriate 
people together to solve pollution 
problems in the Great Lakes.

During tha last days of the 
Olympic Games, Johnson decided 
to take a weekend vacation in 
Sudbury. "BJ called after the 
Olympics to give me the details or 
why he wanted to come to 
Sudbury, and I suggested that we 
do some fund raising*' said Case. 

The result was a successful 
fund raising campaign that took 
the two to carious local businesses 
and two post secondary 
institutions.

CODE OF STUDENT CON- 
DUCT 

Sections 23, 24, 25 and 26 of the 
Laurentian University Act estab- 
lish a Committee known as the 
Court of Discipline and procedures 
with respect to the conduct and 
discipline of students. These sec- 
tions further provide that the Board * 
may abrogate or change the proce- 
dures outlined in the act. 

In 1983, the Board of Governors 
formally approved the following 
resolutions with respect to aca- 
demic dishonesty. 

I. Approval of aPolicy Statement 
on academic dishonesty. 



2. Abrogation of Sections 24(11) 
and 25 of the Laurentian Univer- 
sity of Sudbury Act. 

3. Granting the court of discipline 
authority to delegate its discipli- 
nary powers to the individuals 
named in the Policy Statement on 
Academic Dishonesty. 

4. Establishing the academic dis- 
honesty policy statement as the 
official University policy with re- 
spect to matters of academic dis- 
honesty. 

5. Eliminating the necessity of the 
Board of Governors approval for 
the expulsion of a student. This 



power was delegated to the Vice- 
President (Academic). 

The attached document entitled 
"Code of Student Conduct" is in- 
tended to be a companion docu- 
ment to the Policy Statement on 
Academic Dishonesty. 

This Code of Conduct provides 
notice to students, faculty and ad- 
ministrators of the University's 
policies and procedures. 

It ensures against arbitrary action 
and abuse of authority by provid- 
ing, among other things, proce- 
dures that are fair to the accused 
student. The code also more spe- 
cifically sets out the conu-act be-

This document was approved at 
the Senate meeting of April 18, 
1991 and is now being presented to 
the Board for formal approval. In 
order to effect this document and 
the revised procedures, the follow- 
ing resolutions need to be approved. 

1. That the Board of Governors 
approves the attached document 
entitled: Code of Student Con- 
duct; 

2. That Sections 24 (H) and 25 of 
the Laurentian University of 
Sudbury Act are hereby abrogated; 

3. That the Court of Disipline is 
hereby granted authority to del- 
egate its disciplinary powers to the 
individuals named in the Code of 
Student Conduct; 

4. That the Code of Student Con- 
duct shall be the official policy of 
Laurentian University of Sudbury 
with respect to Student Conduct on 
matters not covered by Policy State- 
ment on Academic Dishonesty, in 
lieu of the provisions contained in 
Sections 24 (II) and 25 of the Act. 



Laurentian University 
CODE OF STUDENT CON- 
DUCT 

1. Preamble 

At Laurentian University, students 
are free to think, speak, write, cre- 
ate, study, learn, pursue social, cul- 
tural and other interests and asso- 
ciate together for all these pur- 
poses, subject to the requirement 
that they respect the rights of mem- 
bers of the University and the gen- 
eral community to pursue these 
same freedoms and privileges. In 
order to secure these goals, the 
University will use its best efforts 
to ensure: 

a) that those who wish to teach 
and those who wish to learn can do 
so under proper conditions; 

b) that academic and general fa- 
cilities are available to those who 
wish to use them for their normal 
purposes; 

c) that freedom of movement and 
freedom from harassment are pro- 
tected; and 

d) the protection of property in- 
cluding records, documents and 
the like. 

2. The Authori tv and JurisdiVjtQ n 
of the University 

By registering in a program of the 
University, a student agrees to be 
bound by all of its mles and regu- 
lations. Such regulations apply to 
all conduct, whether on or off cam- 
pus, which may be said to be re- 
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lated to the individual's behaviour 
as a member of the University. 

At its meeting of April 1983 the 
Board of Governors of Laurentian 
University abrogated the sections 
of the Laurentian University of 
Sudbury Act dealing with the Court 
of Discipline and delegated its dis- 
ciplinary powers to individuals 
named in the Policy Statement on 
Academic Dishonesty. 

The University policy on academic 
Dishonesty. 

The University policy on academic 
dishonesty governs most academic 
offences. This policy is intended 
to be read as a companion docu- 
ment. 

The Act further stipulates that: 
"The governing body of each fed- 
erated imiversity or college has 
disciplinary jurisdiction over and 
entire responsibility for the con- 
duct of its students in respect of all 
matters arising or occurring in or 
upon its universities or college 
buildings and grounds, including 
residences". This policy will gov- 
p.m all nrhpT rase*? 
3. Standards of Student Conduct 

All students are expected: 

a) to abide by all Federal, Pro- 
vincial and Municipal laws, so far 
as they are relevant to student con- 
duct; 

b) to refrain from conduct which 
harms or threatens harm to: 

- the proper functioning of the 
University programs or activities 

- the rights of members or 
guests of the University programs 
or activities 

- the safety and well-being of 
members or guests of the Univer- 
sity 

- the property of the Univer- 
sity or of its members or guests; 

c) to refrain from: 

- assaults or threats of assault 
- harassment or discrimina- 
tion in contravention of the princi-

4. Discipline 

For breaches of the standards as set 
out above, the University, through 
its appropriate officers and em- 
ployees may discipline students 
through any one or a combination 
of the following, which will be 
applied according to the severity 5. A ppeals 
of the offence. 



b) formal warning: a written 
notice to die individual or indi- 
viduals stating the nature of the 
offence, and the expected cor- 
rective actions to be taken. A 
formal warning will only be 
given after discussion among all 
parties with the appropriate ad- 
ministrative officer; 



a) informal warning: an oral 
statement to a person, or group, 
indicating their actions to be unac- 
ceptable, which may also be con- 
firmed in writing; 



Students may appeal orders re- 
quiring withdrawal from a 
course, for restitution, probation 
or suspension from a facility to 
the Vice-President stay the par- 
ticular decision which they are 
appealing. 




Students may appeal a suspension 
from a Faculty or an expulsion from 
the University to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Student Appeals. An order 
requiring that a student withdraw 
from a course may be appealed to the 
Senate Committee on Student Ap- 
peals if it meets the criteria. 

6. The principles of natural justice 
require that certain minimum proce- 
dural standards be met at the appeal 
stage. In addition, if the appeal i 
authorized by a by-law or regulation 
made under the authority of the 
Laurentian University of Sudbury 
Act, the Statutory Powers and Proce- 
dures Act applies and procedural 
standards imposed by the Act must 
be observed.

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SHANNON HEARN'S STORY 
Part One of: ALCOHOL AND VIOLENCE 



Shannon's story is the first of a 
three-part series on the topic of 
alcohol and violence. Serious 
incidents are occurring in our 
campus venuses every night. 
They are not isolated events, l?ut 
often ones that have a life-long 
impact on innocent victims. Al- 
cohol is not to blame for what 
occurs. Instead, student leaders, 
educators, and bar staff need to 
look seriously at the cause and 
possible prevention of violent 
campus incidents that involve 
alcohol. Perhaps this story will 
help put things into perspective. 
On December 12, 1989. 
Shannon Heam began his shift as 
a bouncer at a newly opened bar 
in Barrie. There were a lot of 
students who were there so see 
the band that night. It was rela- 
tively quiet; nothing out of the 
ordinary. 



Suddenly a large man 
came pushing through the crowd 
with a beer in each hand. He was 
being obnoxious and pushing 
people over. Shannon's recent 
training had taught him to be 
calm and courteous with all the 
customers. This was a new bar, 
and they wanted to establish a 
good image in the community. 
Shannon approached the man and 
quietly asked him if he could 
settle down. The man became 
very upset and started to argue 
with Shannon until another 
bouncer approached them. He 
then backed of Shannon knew he 
would have to keep his eye on 
this one. 

A few minutes later the 
man confronted Shannon and 
tried to entice him into a fight. In 
a split second, he grabbed Shan- 
non by the hair, wrenched his

head backwards and thrust a bro- 
ken wine glass into the left side 
of his face. While still being hit. 
Shannon bent over in pain. When 
the bldbd began flowing over his 
hand. Shannon knew that he was 
seriously hurt. 

A couple of the other door- 
men saw what was happening 
and pulled the man into a corri- 
dor. All the while Shannon was 
being dragged by the hair. Shan- 
non broke firee and fled into the 
lobby to find help. A friend 
rushed him into the car and they 
drove jaway. Meanwhile the at- 
tacker had been thrown out of the 
bar and he fled to Penetangushine 
in a cab (a small town about 
twenty minutes away). Shan- 
non's co-workers thought that it 
had been a typical scrap and that 
he had received a broken nose. 

Shannon was rushed to a 
local emergency room. On the 
trip from the bar, his sight had 
slowly been reduced to a narrow 
opening with a watery horizon 



above and below. The doctor on 
duty immediately removed sev- 
eral large pieces of glass, includ- 
ing one protruding through his 
eyelid. As it was pulled it out. 
Shannon's sight slowly began to 
collapse into darkness. Full sur- 
gery was scheduled for the next 
morning. 

They told him not to move 
his eye that night as each time he 
did, a new cut would be made. 
Shannon laid awake for about 
eight hours thinking about how 
he could face his parents and his 
friends. 

He went into surgery ex- 
pecting to wake up without his 
eye. Over the course of six hours 
they removed eighteen pieces of 
glass from the eye alone, includ- 
ing one that was resting on the 
surface of his brain. 

It took four months to re- 
move over 250 stitches from his 
face and he wore a patch for the 
better part of a year. 

The man who assaulted 



Shannon turned himself in soon 
after the incident. His version of 
the story was *'that three door- 
men jumped him and he was just 
defending himself. He was sen- 
tenced to two years less a day and 
ended up serving about one. 

Shannon is currently 
enroled at Georgian College and 
is scheduled to graduate in 1993. 
His attacker does not haveenough 
money to be sued, and Shannon 
is still awaiting news of compen- 
sation for the loss of his eye. 
Thanks to an expert eye surgeon 
and a great deal of luck. Shannon 
was pretty fortunate considering 
what may have happened to his 
face and eye. Like many victims, 
however, Shannon's flashbacks 
from that night will never go 
away.
